In submitting this report am giving only the 
visits made in official capacity. Many calls not 
recorded are made for various school children at 
their homes. 

Desire to again repeat the statement made 
last year that when called to peoples’ homes these 
visits should be paid for by the parents or persons 
being served. You will note by above record that 
more calls were made during 1932 than 1931 
which would carry with them of course more fees. 
This year the collections have been less and there 
are more people unable to pay for calls or have 
neglected to do so which if paid would increase the 
total income to a much larger figure. The officials 
have not been insistant on forcing collections from 
people who needed service and yet were unable to 
pay. 
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In addition to duties as public health nurse I 
have distributed much clothing which I have been 
able to gather, also cloth and clothing given by the 
American Red Cross. Have also acted as truant 
officer for the schools and have done work for the 
Coos County Children’s Aid & Protective Asso- 
ciation. When possible have answered many calls 
out of town for which a price has been charged and 
in most cases paid by the individuals receiving the 
service. Am still doing work for the Metropolitan 
Life Insurance Co. A new contract has been made 
with this company and their fees per call in the 
future will be 75c instead of 60c as in the past. 

The territory covered is the entire town of 
Stratford, embracing North Stratford, Stratford 
Hollow and East Stratford. 

Desire to make a suggestion which if carried 
out would do the children an immense amount of 
good at a nominal expense to the town. Viz: To 
hold a clinic at some available place for treatment. 
of tonsils and teeth where it is most needed. The 
place suggested is Coos County Hospital at West 
Stewartstown.

REPORT OF WATER DEPARTMENT 


To the Citizens of the Town of Stratford, I beg 
to submit the following report: 

The Water Department in regard to repairs 
has been quite fortunate. The principal ones are as 
follows: 

March 14 Freeze up on connection at Herb- 
ert Watts. 

April 21 Leak at True Martin connection. 

Sept. 6 Retapping main for John Nilan, 
John Devlin and Frank A. Smith, Brado House. 

Sept. 13 Taking up Hydrant at corner of J. 
C. Hutchins Co. 

For New Construction we built two small log 
dams on the brooks back of Watson Taylor’s. The 
brooks supply water for the Bloomfield Reservoir 
and the dams were to replace the old ones which 
were washed out. The new dams are about ten 
feet long and two feet high. 

The collections this year are not as good as 
usual, but I do believe everyone is doing the best 
he can under the prevailing conditions. I believe 
all those unpaid are conscious of the fact and will 
pay as soon as possible.

CEMETERY REPORT 


During the last two years our aim has been 
to enrich and level the Center Cemetery so as to 
make the lots easier to mow and care for. About 
one-third of the cemetery has been levelled and 
more frequent mowing made possible for the 
future at a reasonable expense. The raking and 
removal of leaves in the spring has taken consid- 
erable time so that it seemed best to take out sev- 
eral old maple trees that were breaking down and 
adding to the yearly litter of leaves. This has 
been done, leaving no trace of where they stood and 
with the approval of those having family lots 
nearby. It is hoped to continue the surfacing 
among the newer lots with the approval of the 
families who now care for them and thus bring 
all the lots to an even surface.

Appropriation recomended by School Commit- 
tee for 1933-34—$15,000.00. 
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To the Voters of Stratford: 

The question which seems to be foremost in the 
minds of many taxpayers is the possibility of re- 
ducing the cost of running our schools. 

Your School Board has, during the last three 
years, figured costs very carefully and has cut down 
expenses just as fast as it has seemed possible to cut 
them without lowering the standard of our schools. 
Last year we asked for an appropriation of $19000, 
which was $1000 less than the appropriation made — 
the year before and $3000 less than the amount rais- 
ed three years ago. It is also interesting to note 
that last year’s appropriation was $500 less than it 
has been during any year since 1922. This indicates 
that some progress has already been made towards 
reducing costs. 

Some voters will doubtless be interested in a 
discussion of the possibilities of reducing the vari- 
ous items under which our expenditures are group- 
ed. 

Administration 

This item is made up very largely of the salary 
of the Superintendent and the salaries of District 
Officers. These salaries probably will be reduced 
during the next year. 

Teachers 

The state law regarding state aid, requires us to 
make a distinction between elementary schools 
(grades one to eight) and the high school. Let us 
first consider our elementary teachers. 

The state law provides that, if a district will 
raise five dollars for each $1000 of equalized valu- 
ation of the District, and that is not enough to run 
the elementary schools in accordance with the 
state standards, then the state will supply the extra 
money needed to bring the schools up to the state 
standard.

At the present time the five dollar tax in Strat- 
ford furnishes enough money to pay each of our 
elementary teachers approximately $600. This sum 
is far too small to hire the kind of teachers that we 
want in Stratford. The State Board of Education, 
therefore, say to us, “You may engage teachers 
which meet our approval and agree to pay them a 
salary not exceeding the average salary paid 
throughout the state to teachers of similar training 
and experience. You pay them the $600 that you 
have raised and we will pay the extra amount 
needed.” 

Now the state average varies in different years. 
The State Board of Education has ruled that the 
maximum salary for drawing state aid shall be 
$1000. The minimum was $876 last year. It may 
be slightly lower this year. Last year a few of our 
highest salaries were reduced so that, at the present 
time, every one of our elementary salaries meets 
the approval of the state. This means that every 
dollar which our elementary teachers are receiving 
in excess of $600, is being paid by the state. If we 
should reduce the salary of every elementary teach- 
er in town $100, we would save about $800 for the- 
state but would not save one cent for the town of 
Stratford. We would still have to pay the $600 
which we are now paying. 

We do not receive state aid for high school 6x. 
penditures, so any possible reduction there would 
result in a saving to the town. When we come to 
the consideration of individual cases the opportun- 
ities for making a just reduction do not seem very 
promising. Of our five high school teachers, three 
have been hired since the depression started and 
hired at a very material reduction from what we 
paid a few years ago. This year we are paying 
$1050 to two teachers who would be getting $1300 
if we continued our schedule of three years ago. An- 
other is getting $1300 in the same position in which 
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we have been paying from $1500 to $1900 during the 
last five years. In other words, these teachers have 
already had a cut in salary. 

The other two teachers, Mr. Hancock and Miss 
stevens, had their salaries cut last spring. The pos- 
sibilities of saving money by further reducing 
teachers’ salaries does not seem very bright. 

Text Books and Supplies 

The cost of supplies, especially paper, has 
dropped considerably. The cost of text books has 
not been reduced at all. We plan to reduce this 
item as much as possible. 

Other Expenses of Instruction 

The largest item under this heading has been 
typewriters. When a typewriter has been used 
three years in a school, it may be exchanged for a 
new machine by paying $30. After a machine has 
been used more than three years the exchange cost 
increases fairly rapidly. It seems profitable, there- 
fore, to turn in our old machines every three years. 
We have 12 machines in all. If we exchange four 
every year the cost would be $120 each year. Dur- 
ing the present year we have not exchanged them 
as we usually have done. It may be possible to hold 
them over for still another year and thus save 
money for the present. The objection to this plan 
is that we are piling up trouble for the future. 

Janitors’ Salarves 

A reduction of approximately 10 per cent was 
made last summer in the salary of the janitor at 
North Stratford. It is possible that a further re- 
duction can be made in this item. 

Fuel 

A large part of the cost of coal is in freight. 
While the cost of coal at the mines is a little less 
than it was two years ago, freight rates are higher, 
so the total cost of coal is about the same as it has 
been in the past. 
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Water and Lights and Janitor’s Supplies 

There has been some reduction in Janitor’s 
supplies. Our lights will cost a little less next year. 
The cost of water has not been reduced. 

Repairs 

During the last summer quite a bit of painting 
was done at the North Stratford building. The 
Manual Training shop was also enlarged. This 
building should not need any extensive repairs dur- 
ing the next year. The building at the Hollow 
needs to be refinished inside and the East Stratford 
building needs paint on the cutside. It is possible, 
however, to postpone a part of this work for a year, 
or two. 

Transportation 

The cost of transportation was reduced last 
summer and can not be further reduced at this time. 

All other items are such that very little, if any, 
changes can be made. 

— Other Opportunities for Reducing Expenses 

About $400 could be saved by transporting the 
East Stratford pupils to the Stratford Hollow build- 
ing. Now that we have a road which is ploughed 
all winter the pupils could be transported in a heated 
bus without any hardship or discomfort. 

Some suggestions have been made regarding 
the dropping of our work in Manual Training and 
Home Eccnomics at North Stratford. Your Super- 
intendent believes that such action would be a de-. 
cided step backward and should not be considered 
at the present time. It is his opinion that these 
courses are of more value than those in Latin and 
Mathematics and that, if some courses must be 
sacrificed in the interest of economy, it should not 
be Manual Training or Home Economics. 

From the figures given in the table above, it 
may be seen that a very material reduction in our 
appropriation may be made without dropping any 
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courses. For several years, between 1923 and 1927, 
you appropriated a little more than $23,000. Three 
years ago your appropriation was $22,000; two 
years ago it was $20,000; last year it was $19,000, 
and this year we are asking for $15,000. This is a 
reduction of almost 35 per cent from the appropri- 
ations made between 1923 and 1927. 

This large reduction this year is made possible 
because of four different factors. 1. Costs have 
been reduced. 2. State Aid has been increased. 3. 
Tuition from out of town pupils has been increased. 
4. We have a large balance of cash on hand left over 
from the previous year. The first three conditions 
may be about the same one year from now but the 
last item, cash on hand, cannot possibly be as large. 
It seems, therefore, as though this appropriation of 
$15,000 is a low figure which can be maintained for 
one year only. It seems advisable to your committee 
to make the appropriation this year as low as pos- 
sible, even though we do use up all of our reserve 
fund, and hope that the financial conditions will be 
better one year from now.
